AN ORDINANCE OF THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA REQUIRING THE 
APPROVAL OF THE COMMON COUNCIL FOR 
PURCHASES AND/OR CONTRACTS FOR INSURANCE 
POLICIES. 


WHEREAS, Chapter Eleven of the Municipal Code of the 
City of Fort Wayne, Indiana is in need of amendment. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT: 


SECTION 1. Chapter 11 of the Municipal Code of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana is hereby amended by adding the 
following language: 


"Sec. 11-1.1. Council approval on insurance proposals and/or 
contracts. 


a). Whenever the Civil City of Fort Wayne, including any 
city-owned or operated utility makes any purchase of or 
enters into any contract for any form of insurance 
policy, cost of which would exceed ten thousand dollars 
($10,000) per year, all such purchases and/or contracts 
shall be entered into with the prior approval and 
subsequent ratification by the Common Council of the 
City of Fort Wayne by ordinance or resolution duly 
passed by said Common Council and approved by the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


b). All such purchases and/or contracts entered into without 
such prior approval or subsequent ratification shall be 
null and void. 


c). All such purchases and/or contracts for insurance 
policies shall be obtained by request for proposal. 


d). The term of any insurance acquired in accordance with 
this ordinance shall not exceed two (2) years; however, 
said insurance may be renewed for an additional two (2) 
years. Thereafter, any subsequent renewals will require 
a separate contract to be entered into only with the 
prior approval and subsequent ratification by the Common 
Council of the City of Fort Wayne. 


SECTION 2. All current such purchases and/or contracts 
for insurance policies which have an expiration date after 
June 1, 1991 shall be subject to the provisions of this 
ordinance upon renewal. 
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SECTION 3. The Controller of the City of Fort Wayne 
shall report to the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
as to steps taken by the City of Fort Wayne to comply with 
this ordinance within ninety (90) days after its passage by 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne and the 
signature of the Mayor. 


SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and any and all necessary 
approval by the Mayor.

SECTION 1. Chapter 11 of the Municipal Code of the City 
of Fort Wayne, Indiana is hereby amended by adding the 
following language: 


"Sec. 11-1.1. Council approval on insurance proposals and/or 
contracts. 


a). Whenever the Civil City of Fort Wayne, including any 
city-owned or operated utility makes any purchase of or 
enters into any contract for any form of insurance, cost 
of which would exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000) per 
year, all such purchases and/or contracts shall be 
entered into with the prior approval and subsequent 
ratification by the Common Council of the City of Fort 
Wayne by ordinance or resolution duly passed by said 
Common Council and approved by the Mayor of the City of 
Fort Wayne, Indiana. 


b). All such purchases and/or contracts entered into without 
such prior approval or subsequent ratification shall be 
null and void. 


c). All such purchases and/or contracts for insurance shall 
be obtained by bid in accordance with Indiana purchase 
law. 


d). Renewal of any such insurance contracts shall be in 
effect for a period one (1) year from the starting date 
of said contract. Thereafter, any subsequent renewals 
will require a separate contract to be entered into only 
with the prior approval and subsequent ratification by 
the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne. 


SECTION 2. All current such purchases and/or contracts 
for insurance presently existing with the City of Fort Wayne 
shall be let out for bid in accordance with Indiana purchase 
law on or before July 1, 1991. 
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SECTION 3. The Controller of the City of Fort Wayne 
shall report in writing to the Common Council of the City of 
Fort Wayne, as to steps taken by the City of Fort Wayne to 
comply with this ordinance within ninety (90) days after its 
passage by the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne and 
the signature of the Mayor. 


SECTION 4. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and any and all n ssary 
approval by the Mayor.
